I've  always 
thanked  the  old  lady  for  this  leflbn  of 
prudence  ,  for  it  taught  me  to  do 
things  in  feafon,  and  painted  out  the 
inconveniences  which  attend  delays. 
Were  a  perlbn  of  a  fqueamifh  ltomach, 
who  lichens  at  the  mention  of  ah  old 
proverb,  to  inculcate  the  fame  lellbn, 
he  would  perhaps  tell  us,  that  "  pro- 
crallination  is  the  thief  of  time."  But 
1  think  my  giandmother's  adage  e- 
qually  good — equally  well  calculated 
to  make  an  imprelfion  upon  the  mini. 

The  inconveniences  which  accom- 
pany deferring  until  to-morrow,  what 
mav  as  well  be  done  to-day,  are  too 
numerous  to  be  mentioned.  It  not 
only  give?  time  for  the  hole  in  the 
Hocking  to  grow  larger,  but  like  Wife 
brings  the  bulinefs  of  two  days  into  one 
which  nccellarily  introduces  halte,dif- 
order  and  confufion.  The  bulinefs  of 
each  individual,  if  taken  in  feafon, 
may  be  accompliihed  with  eafe  ;  but 
it' put  off  until  the  laft  moment,  until 
necellity  obliges  hiin  to  procradinate 
viio  longer,  it  is  palled  over  in  a  hurry, 
and  consequently  done  at  the  halves. 
It  ft  obferved  by  a  certain  author,  that 
"whatever  is  worth  doing  at  all,  is 
worth  doing  well;  and  to  do  a  thing 
well,  we  mud,  to  ufe  another  faying 
Of  my  grandmother's,  "  take  time  by 
the  foretop."  The  fame  author  fays, 
that  "the  foundation  or  firft  princi- 
ples of  all  fcientific  knowledge,  mult 
be  imbibed  previous  to  the  age  of 
eighteen."  1  think  I  may  with  as 
much  truth  affirm,  that  the  perfon  who 
Would  perform  a  large  day's  work, 
mud  begin  before  ten  in  the  morning: 
or  the  farmer  who  would  defend  his 
inclofures  from  the  ravages  of  his 
neighbour's  cattle,  and  fee  the  year 
crowned  with  a  plentiful  harveft,  mult 
prepare  his  fencing  duff  before  it  is 
rime  to  be  planting  his  corn.  My 
neighbour  Dozy  deeps  away  the  fpring 
and  never  th'-iiks  of  repairing  his  fen- 
ces, until  his  neighbours  are  lowing 
their  grain.  He  then  tackles  them  up 
julr^b  as  will  do  far  the  prefent.  The 
feafon  advances  fo  fall  upon  him, that 
lie  is  obliged  to  few  his  grain  before 
the  earth  L  half  prepared  t»  receive 
it,  and  his  corn  is  planted  late.  He  is 
called  from  his  bulinefs  almod  eve-'y 
day  to  drive  his  own  or  his  neighbour's" 
cattle  out  of  his  mowing  ground  ;  and 
half  an  hour  at  lead  is  fpent  in  mend- 
ing the  fence.  His  hoeing  and  hay- 
ing crowd  upon  him  at  once,  and  one 
or  tire  other  mud  be  neglected.  Be- 
fore either  can  be  accomplilhed,  his 
grain  is  ripe  for  the  tickle.  His  buli- 
nefs of  every  kind  is  done  out  of  fea- 
fon ;  brl  corn  is  not  hoecVnmil  it  is 
Over-run  with  weeds;  his  grain  is 
ihelled  out  and  devoured  by  the  bird»  ; 
his  grafs  is  not  cut,  until  it  is  aliriolt 
dried  up  in  the  field  ;  his  potatoes  lie 
in  the  ground,  until  they  are  fpoiled 
by  the  f  Volt ;  and  his  corn  is  half  co  v- 
ered wiih  fnow^  before  it  is  gathered. 
The  eor.fequence  is,  that  his  crops  of 
every  kind  are  very  final] — rjuhe  in- 
fnfficient  to  fupport  his  family  ;  and, 
notwithltamling  he  had  a  handfome 
patiimony  left  him  by  his  father,  poor 
Dozy  mult,  in  a  few  years  mare,  be- 
come a  town  charge.  Whereas  if  he 
would  attend  to,  the  inltructions  of 
my  grandmother,  take  tim^by  the 
foretop,  and  draw  up  the  hole  in  his 
Sacking  in  feafon,  he  might  become  » 
wealthy  man  and  aufeful  ckizen.
